Montreal, Sept. 10.— ("Special)— In the 
Anglican synod Rev. Dr. Langtry, of 
Toronto, created some stir by a speech 
ho made on a resolution he introduced 
in favor of the synod urging upon bish- 
ops the necessity for more aggressive 
work by greatly increasing the several 
ranks of the ministry, by the additional 
employment of laity and by the circula- 
tion in stores of doctrinal literature. The 
Church of England, he said, hud lost 
ground. They were vastly outnumbered 
in Ontario and great fields were left neg- 
lected. The church had lost the coun- 
try. .There were cier of ".No, no," but 
Dr. Lungtry said, "I repeat it, we have 
the towns, but we have lost the coun- 
try. However, I do not believe it is 
too late to recover it. We are fourth 
among the demoninations where we 
should be first." 

Several members protested that Dr. 
Luugtry's remarks were too sweeping, 
but Rev. Dr. Crawford, of Belleville: 
Professor Clark, or Toronto, and others 
warmly favored an increase iu the epis- 
copacy. The matter will come up again. 

Rev. D. Williams, of Stratford, gave 
notive of the following motion: "Where- 
as the birth rate in the province of On- 
tario, beiiifr lit) per thousand of popu- 
lation, is a lower birth rate than in 
France, be it resolved that this synod 
views with anxiety the lowness of the 
birth rate in that province and urges 
the government to take measures, wheth- 
it is is due to defective registration or 
to other and more serious causes, and 
that a committee be appointed on the 
subject of vital statistics." The motion 
was received with much laughter. 
METHODIST CONFERENCE. 
Toronto, Sept. 10.— (Special)— The sup- 
erannuation committee's report occupied 
the morning of the Methodist conference 
and several interesting matters of dis- 
cussion came up. The tirst was a mo- 
tion that Methodist ministers should be 
entitled to superannuation after forty 
years' work if they desired. Several 
ministers as well as laymen argued 
agaist this, Rev. Dr. Griffln and Mr. Jos. 
Tait urging that many ministers had 
mure than forty years' work in them. 

Another clause of the report recom- 
mended that medical certificates should 
bep rocured by applicants for superan- 
nuation. Dr. Stewart thought that this 
was humiliating to Methodist ministers 
and to the church. Rev. Dr. Griffin 
said he could get a medical man to give 
him any opinion he wanted. Dr. Lavell, 
of Montreal, objected to such a slur up- 
on the medical profession. Other minis- 
ters urged that the clause would be a pro- 
tection against adventurers. The clause 
was carried by a small majority. 

Another clause recommended that 
when ministers leave the Methodist 
church they should receive back only half 
what they have paid into the fund. This 
met with some objection but finally went 
through. 



WESTM I NSTER'S RE VIVA L. 

Relief Reconstruction Work Progressing 
Regularly— Subscription to Cele- 
bration Programme. 

New Westminster, Sept. 10.— (Special) 
There is a rumor to the effect that £10.- 
000 has; been contributed to the relief 
fund by London, England, but it could 
not be traced to-day to an authoritative 
source. 

The armory is still a busy sight, it be- 
ing the relief headquarters. Food, tents 
und bedding are being freely given out 
to those needing them und the supply 
is ample for the present. Meals are 
served on the premises. 

The Chinese relief business has been 
transferred to a committee of prominent 
celestials, The burned out portions yf 
Chinatown nro being built Up but it is 
said that the structures are looked upon 
by the authorities as being only tempo- 
re ry. 

The weekly market was held to-day 
ns usual, and it was up to the average. 
A large number of farmers were present 
and buyers were numerous, many being 
from Vancouver. 

Several contributions to the relief fund, 
of vegetables, meats, etc., were made by 
farmers and ranchers. The market was 
held in the open on Lytton square, and 
business was especially brisk in the 
morning. 

This morning Arthur Malins, secretary 
of the celebration committee, received 
word from S. M. Robins, that, the New 
Vancouver Coal Company would contri- 
bute $250 towards carrying out the cele- 
bration programme as arranged. 

Hon. Col. Baker wired $135 from Win- 
nipeg to Mayor Ovens, for the relief 
fund. 

The work of getting the streets into 
order has been commenced. All the city 
workmen are hard at work while the 
Dominion government has placed the 
services of twenty men at the command 
of the city. Sidewalks will be laid where 
most necessary, especially in the neigh- 
borhood of the City Hall square. 

The temporary City hall will he occu- 
pied to-night. The work of construct- 
ing it was begun only yesterday. The 
building is on the site of the oid one, 
and has been bo built that the vault 
can be used. There will be offices for 
the Mayor, city, clerk, city treasurer and 
other officials.

Winnipeg, Sept. 16.'— (Special) — The 
Dominion trades congress opened here 
to-day in the legislative chamber when 
Acting Mayor Wilson, Hon. .T. D. Cam- 
eron and Rev. Hugh Pedley welcomed 
the candidates to Winnipeg. A brief 
reply was made by President Carey, who 
read a telegram from F. I'. Sargent, 
grand master of the brotherhood of loco- 
motive firemen, Toronto, conveying the 
greetings of that body. 

The afternoon session of the congress 
was devoted chiefly to the appointment 
of committees and reading the president's 
address. 

Thomas Kidd, of Chicago, extended 
greetings from the American federation 
of labor, after which the congress ad- 
journed until 9 a.m. to-morrow.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Sept. 10.— Commissioner Lake 
reports to the trade department Unit 
Queensland will send from ten to fifteen 
thousand tons of sugar to Canada by the 
year's end. Special steamers will be 
put on to curry this cargo. Canadian 
cottons, furniture, and paints are gain- 
ing a good footing in Australia although 
manufacturers do not follow up their 
opportunities. 

Mr. Sifton has been trying to get rid of 
Latouche Tupper, superintendent of 
Manitoba fish hatcheries on the ground 
of political partisanship. The matter 
has been pending for sonic time as Ab- 
erdeen wants the evidence on which Mr. 
Sifton recommends the officer's dismissal. 

The secretary of state said to-day: 
"There can be no question that no liquor 
must be sold or given away on plebiscite 
day, under penalty of $100 fine or im- 
prisonment. Further, by the 73rd 11 nil 
succeeding sections of the Dominion 
Elections act it is provided that return- 
ing officers and their deputies are vested 
with the full powers of justices of the 
peace to attend to the enforcement of 
the law. The Gth section of the Plebis- 
cite act enacts that the Dominion Elec- 
tions act shall apply to the conduct of 
all proceedings in submitting the ques- 
tion to the electors. 

It. is reported here that Senator Cox, 
editor of the London Tablet, was charg- 
ed by Mr. Russell on behalf of the Vati- 
can to urge some concessions from Pre- 
mier Luurier regarding the Manitoba 
school matter. 



MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Col. Baker at Winnipeg— Lord Brassey's 
Party— Railway Changing Hands. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 10.— (Special)— Col. 
Baker, ex-minister of education and 
mines of British Columbia, is here en 
route to England; He says that the late 
British Columbia government do not in- 
tend to let matters rest but will appeal 
the whole mutter of Premier Turner's 
dismissal to the government at Ottawa. 

A cablegram was received to-day from 
bondholders of the Winnipeg Water- 
works company, offering to accept £55,- 
000 for the company's property. This 
offer will be considered at. ii special meet- 
ing of the city council to-morrow. 

The delivery of wheat to Fort William 
from country points is now free. 

Lord Brassey, K. C. B., Governor of 
Victoria, arrived in the city to-day en 
rcute to his seat of government, in 'Mel- 
bourne. He is accompanied by Lady 
Urassey, Hon, Miss Brassey, and Hoii, 
Spencer Littleton, who was private sec- 
retary to Mr. Gladstone. 

Frank Lowe, an Amencan cowboy, 
committed suicide at Lethbridge on, Tues- 
day by shooting. 

It is said that the Manitoba & North- 
western railway will soon pass into the 
hands of another corporation. Since 
the sale of the bonds in England, nego- 
tiations have been in progress in Mon- 
treal for a settlement of the legal pro- 
ceedings that have been pending between 
the company and the bondholders, and 
ir is understood that an amicable set 
tloment has been reached, whereby the 
charter of the company and the rolling 
stock of the railway will be transferred 
to new management. 

The Fort William lacrosse team was 
defeated to-day by the Victorias of AVin- 
nipeg by 5 to 1. The Victorias play 
Hnrtney in the finals to-morrow for the 
Manitoba championship.

Number of Men From North- 
ern Gold Fields. 



Steamers City of Seattle ami Tees 
Made Pore Yesterday With 
Their Quota. 



Lots of Provisions But Daiigei- 
Froni an Epidemic of Typhoid 
in Dawson. 



As winter approaches, the number off 
men coming out of the Yukon district 
increases, although navigation on the- 
lakes is not expected to close much be- 
fore October .10. Every steamer arriv- 
ing from Skagway and the other avenues- 
of ingress to the country, from now until, 
that time are expected to be crowded,, 
not, however, with the gold bearing cle- 
ment, but rather those with little means, 
who had before them poor prospects foe 
the winter. It was this element that 
found itself strongest on the steamers 
City of Seattle and Tees, which arrived 
yesterday morning, loaded to their fulL 
passenger accommodation, the men in 
the main being those who came up the 
river by the steamers Clossett, Ora and. 
Willie Irving. The Tees had -10 passen- 
gers and the City of Seattle 200, all the- 
former and upwards of two dozen Of 
the hitter landing here. How much 
gold was brought could not be ascer- 
tained, ns drafts cover the most of it- 
Giving the opinion of a few passen- 
gers, however, $200,000 would not he- 
far off the mark. Among the arrivals 
was a well-known Nanaimoite, who 
does not care to have his name men- 
tioned, and who says, so far as . he 
knows, Victorians in and about Dawson 
are all enjoying good health, and the 
average amount of prosperity. Just he- 
fore leaving Dawson, he was in conver- 
sation with H. Petticrew, formerly, of 
the Victoria lire department. The lat- 
ter had his dog teams all ready for the- 
winter, being about to enter the freight- 
ing business, hauling supplies back and 
forth between the upper Yukon creeks. 
The Ora, he says, sailed from Dawson, 
at noon on the 12th of last month, rind, 
at 5 o'clock on the afternoon of the 
same day the Willie Irving followed up< 
the river, the Closset leaving about the 
same time. Passengers from all drop- 
ped off along the route, at White Horse;, 
the Stewart, Pelly and White rivers. 
No big finds have lately been struck cm 
either of these streams, but there upr 
pears to be 11 desire on the part of re- 
luming gold seekers to give them a lit- 
tle attention before coming south. 

On the 10th of last mouth, Joe Piekuiv 
an Englishman, from Chatham, Kent, 
ended his life at Dawson by two pistol 
shots. The news of the tragedy has 
previously been referred to, but the- 
name of the unfortunate man has just: 
been learned. Deceased had been im 
the Cassiar country for many years. He- 
was 40 years of age, and when his cir- 
cumstances were investigated, it was. 
found that he had 10 ounces of gold and 
a winter's outfit. No cause is assigned 
for his rash act. 

United States Consul McCook has ar- 
ranged in his office at Dawson a iarge 
register for the purpose of recording the 
names and addresses of all American-, 
citizens. 

There is considerable redwood lumber- 
in Dawson, being used for finishing pur- 
poses,, having been brought up the Yu- 
kon from St. Michael. As the common, 
rough native lumber is worth about $150' 
per thousand, the finished redwood will/ 
easily pay for bringing it in, as it is ex- 
ceedingly light, says the Klondike Nug- 
get 

Frank Buteau arrived nt Dawson from 
Forty-Mile shortly before the lake Ueet 
left for White Horse He reported that 
he had been well up the river, and that 
some new workings on French creelc 
were turning out as much ns $2.25 to- 
the pun. 

An organization of the teamsters of 
Dawson has been made for the purpose- 
of street improvement, they, with the- 
co-operation of the sawmills and some; 
donated labor, having thus far done- 
evoiything that has been done iu this 
direction. 

Gtis Lindborn, formerly of San Fran- 
cisco, came down by the Tees with the 
intention of getting glass and hardware 
for the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
in Dawson for as yet in the hind of 
gold window panes are scarce and tne- 
bank has not a supply. Mr. Lindborn- 
left on tlie tirst trip of the new steam- 
er Joseph Closset on August 23, and was. 
thirteen and a half days in reaching: 
White Horse owing to the Closset's shaft 
strap breaking twice on the trip. Then, 
they had to wait four days because the- 
Kilbourne had also met with an acci- 
dent. The Closset. was one of the sto-aiB- • 
ers built at Bennett and had a misfor- 
tune in Miles' Canyon on her initial trip, 
down to Dawson. Leaving Bennett on . 
August 1 she struck the wall in the- 
canyon and broke 11 hole in her side, 
sinking just below the canyon.. How- ■

Will Go Home. 



No Need of Protectorate as Fili- 
pinos Feel Able to Meet 
Any Army. 



Nativps Surprised That America 
Asks Reward for Helping 
Them to Freedom. 



Manila, Sept. 10.— The Philippine Na- 
tional Society was inaugurated at Mu- 
lolos yesterday with great enthusiasm. 
There were thousands of visitors ' from 
all the provinces and a great display was 
made. Aguiualdo at nine o'clock in the 
morning entered the hall of the old eon- 
vent, occupied by the Spanish local gov- 
ernment. It is a plain room adorned 
only with some religious pictures. The 
insurgent leader was in evening dress, 
according to the Spanish custom. The 
others wore ordinary costumes. Aguin- 
u'do who was received with cheers and 
also cries of "Viva America'' by the 
crowd of natives inside and outside the 
hall, read a decree convening the mem- 
bers who included several Spaniards. He 
next read a message eulogizing the army 
and thanking the friendly nation which 
had set the historical example of liberty 
and had assisted the down-trodden. Con- 
tinuing, Aguiualdo eloquently exhorted 
the assembly to "follow the noblest prin- 
ciples" and invoked "spirits of martyred 
Filipinos." The assembly then adjourn- 
ed for the day. 

A Spanish delegate suggested that 
business be resumed in the afternoon, 
but a Filipino objected and accused the 
Spanish of attempting to undermine the 
legislation. To this the Spaniard re- 
plied that he was a sincere republican 
and that his only desire was the welfare 
of their country. Thereupon the Fili- 
pino apologized and the proceedings con-, 
tinued. During the afternoon many Am- 
ericans and Europeans arrived and Ag- 
uiualdo was kept busy receiving visitors, 
including the American consul. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Tress bad an interview with Aguiualdo 
who is extremely unwilling to compro- 
mise himself with the natives. He said 
that a majority of the Filipinos had 
been struggling for freedom for years 
and centuries and that now they believe 
that object has been attained. Aguiual- 
do professed entire ignorance of the au- 
tonomous system in vogue in the British 
colonies, of protectorates and of Am- 
erican state autonomy. He said he was 
unable to understand the idea and oidy 
understood "absolute independence." 

Personally he believed a protectorate 
for the Philippines was necessary but 
he feared that the people would be dis- 
appointed in this. He had not studied 
political economy and knew nothing 
about the various forms of government. 
He inquired whether Australia was an 
American colony and he said he had 
never heard of n Malay protectorate. 
Continuing, the insurgent leader said 
there was no need of protection for the 
Philippine islands, because the Filipinos 
were able to cope witih any army. He 
admitted that he hud never seen a for- 
eign nrmy with the exception of the gar- 
risons at Hongkong and Singapore, nnd 
he had never seen those troops on parade. 

Aguinaldo declined to discuss the 
American army and protested his un- 
dying gratitude to the Americans. He 
said they had come to the Philippines to 
•Jgiu Spaniii;;!.' only and now that they 
-had finished the task it >V a ? '.'xpected 
That they would return to America, •H° 
was unwilling to believe that the Ameri- 
cans would demand a reward for an act 
of humanity and he declined to admit the 
necessity of a quid pro quo. 

The Filipinos' leader expressed his con- 
fidence that the newly founded govern- 
ment would build a navy ultimately. In 
the meantime he said the great nations 
should protect and aid a yOtinj? nation 
instead of grabbing her territory. If 
the Americans should rofusv to with- 
draw, the national assembly, he said, 
must decide the policy to be" pursued, a 
policy which he declined to forecast. 
Further conversation was prevented by 
the strains of a brass bnnd. 

A Spaniard, supposed to be nn officer, 
traversed the town sneering at f.nd de- 
nouncing the principal Filipinos. t3n his 
resenting a friendly remonstrance he was 
arrested. 



AllMIES OF OCCUPATION. 

American Soldiers Now Being Seasoned 
for Service in Cuba and Porto 
■ Bico. 

Washington, Sept. 10.— The military 
movements are being directed rapidly to- 
ward the assembling of a large army !n 
Southern stations for winter camps and 
preparatory to the military occupation 
of Cuba and Porto Kleo. About 70,000 
troops are now located in the South, and 
orders will be issued sending the First, 
Second. Sixth, Ninth and Tenth caval- 
ry from Montauk to Southern stations. 
The purpose is to establish winter camps 
between the 31st and 35th parallels. The 
major part of the army thus assembled 
is destined for service in Cuba, with a 
much smaller force for Porto Rico and a 
reserve in the winter camps. 

It is the intention, however, not to 
send the army of occupation to Cuba 
until after the unhealthy season has 
passed and meanwhile the troops will 
be put in the best possible condition. 

A COLOUED PAYMASTER. 

Texas Regiment Must Accept Pay at 
His Hands or Go Without Their 
Money. 

Washington, Sept. 16.— Paymaster- 
General Stanton has turned over to the 
President all the papers relating to the 
recent unpleasantness growing out of the 
refusal of the Texas regiment to receive 
pay from Major Lynch because he was 
colored. The President has taken no 
definite action beyond expressing approv- 
al of General Stanton's course in send- 
ing a sharp despatch to the commanding 
paymaster of that department stating in 
effect that as Major Lynch had been 
regularly commissioned by the President 
as army paymaster the troops must take 
their pay from him or else go without 
pay. Thus the matter stands, with the 
papers before the President. 

FORGED A DBA FT. 

A Klondiker Finds a Serious Charge 
Awaiting Him in Civilization. 

Chicago, Sept. 16.— A. F. D. Crofton, 
Who returned from the Klondike conn- 
try three days ago, has been arrested, 
charged with passing a forged draft for 
$1,200 three years ago on the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago. Crofton strong- 
ly denies his guilt. 

Five years ago, the police authorities 
say, Crofton and one J. Jellet passed 
bogus drafts on Chicago, Montreal and 
Winnipeg banks to the extent of $12,500. 
•T«;llet was sentenced to live years at 
Winnipeg anil Crofton was caught in 
El Paso, Texas, nnd brought back to 
Chicago for trial. Owing to his youth 
he was given an indeterminate term in 
the Pontine reformatory. Having serv- 
ed one year, Crofton managed to secure 
his release. After leaving Pontine, the 
police state, Crofton, by representing 
himself as the western manager of a 
Boston, Mass., investment company, 
managed to secure .$1,200 from the First 
National Bank of Chicago. He is then 
said to have gone to Dyea, Alaska, where 
he struck it rich, and was on his way 
East to spend the winter when ar- 
rested. 



AVOEBEGONE SOLDIEItY. 

Condition of Those Returning From 
Cuba Incites Spanish Populace 
to Riot. 

Vigo, Spain, Sept. 10.— A crowd of 
nbout 700 people besieged the house of 
Gen. Toral to-day, demanding that the 
troops which arrived here yesterday from 
Santiago do Cuba on board the Spanish 
steamer Leon XIII., be immediately 
landed. They proceeded to the quays, 
cheering the troops, and were with diffl- 
culty dispersed by soldiers of the garri- 
son. 

Afterwards a crowd of nbout 1,."00 
people returned to the quays, and when 
they saw the soldiers landing bare- 
footed and nearly naked, they became 
infuriated and surrounded Gen. Toral's 
house, hooting and hissing and stoning 
the building. 

Eventually the Spanish general suc- 
ceeded in escaping to the Leon XIII. 
On learning this, the mob gathered on 
the dock, and stoned the steamer for 
half an hour, smashing the cabin win- 
dows. Eventually the Leon XIII. was 
obliged to leave the place where she was 
moored. 

Five steamers are ready to transport 
. the" returning Spanish soldiers and civil 
officers, with the archives and munitions 
of war from Cuba, but it is believed it 
will take four months to bring the troops 
bnck to Spain.

Philadelphia, Sept. 10.— The first day's 
play in. the international cricket match 
between Capt. Warner's team of English 
amateurs and a representative eleven of 
the strongest Philadelphia cricket 
teams may be described as a draw. Cap- 
tain Brown, of Philadelphia, won the 
toss and went to the bat.

They had only 
one more wicket, as on account of the 
illness of three of their players they are 
batting only ten men in the first in- 
nings. 



WOE IN TOT INDIES. 



Three Hundred Killed and Twenty 
Thousand Homeless on St. 
Vincent Alone. 



Barbadoes Reports Tliree Foui ths 
of Population Made Destitute— ~ 
Appeal for Food. 



Hurricane Most Disastrous of the 
Ueutury— Queen Sends Ales- 
sage of Sympathy. 



Kingston, Jamaica, Sept. 10. — The hur- 
ricane of Thursday was the most severe 
visitation experienced by the West In 
dies during this century, not excepting 
those of 1819 and 1SU7, both in violence 
and extent. The hurricane swept along 
the island chain from Barbadoes west 
ward to St. Vincent and then northwest 
to St. Thomas, where it was last heard 
from. Barbadoes suffered mostly from 
the rain, which destroyed the crops and 
roads, as it did on other islands, while 
the centre of the storm swept St. Yin 
cent and Guadaloupe. 

Details received from St. Vincent show 
that an unparalleled destruction of life 
and property has taken place there. Out 
of a population of 41,000, 300 were killed 
and ^'0,000 were injured and rendered 
homeless. Besides this, owing to th 
complete destruction of provisions, they 
are all starving. The island has been 
absolutely gutted by the wind and Hoods 
from the mountains, in addition to the 
waves along the coast. 

There has been a great loss of ship- 
ping along the track of the cyclone. Re- 
lief funds are being raised in response 
to an appeal from the governor of St 
Vincent, where all descriptions of food 
and clothing and other necessaries were 
lost in the general destruction. Th 
demand for building material is unlim- 
ited. The details of the work of the 
hurricane have been received from Gua 
daloupe. 

London, Sept. 10.— Queen Victoria has 
sent a message of sympathy with the 
sufferers from the hurricane to the 
governor of the Barbadoes, and the see 
retary of state for the colonies, Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, has also forwarded 
a sympathetic message from the United 
States, where Mr. Chamberlain is now 
on a visit. 

The governor of Barbadoes has re- 
newed his appeal for aid. He cables 
■that three-quarters of the population are 
without shelter and food, and that they 
are crowding into the populous centres 
which, he explains, will not accommo- 
date their own inhabitants. Cargoes of 
food have been ordered to supply the im- 
mediate wants of the sufferers, but the 
relief must be continuous, and must be 
kept up for a long time to come. 



BUFFALO FOR RECIPROCITY. 

Merchants in That City Seek to Influ- 
ence Quebec Conference in That 
Direction. 

Buffalo. Kept. 10. — A petition signed 
by a number of this city's most influen- 
tial citizens is being circulated among the 
members of the Merchants' Exchange 
asking that body to take decisive action 
on the question of reciprocity with Can- 
ada at the next meeting of the Quebec 
conference. The petitioners are strong- 
ly in favor of a reciprocity treaty and 
point out that Buffalo being the termin- 
ating point of important Canadian rail- 
ways would be sure to benefit from a 
free exchange of the products of the two 
countries. 



DROWNED NEAR REVELSTOKE 

Carnes Creek Mining Tarty Capsize In 
Rapids and Three Lives Lost. 

Revelstoke, Sept. 10.— A drowning ac- 
cident occurred this morning in the Col- 
umbia river a few miles north of Revel- 
stoke, resulting iu the loss of three lives. 
It appears that five men with a boat 
loaded with provisions for the Carnes 
Creek Mining Co. were going through 
the rapids when they lost control of their 
boat, which capsized, und the contents 
and men were thrown into the water, 
The names of the men drowned are Raw- 
linson, Doyle and Allen. The bodies 
have not yet been recovered. The boat 
and freight are a complete loss. 



THE PROHIBITION MINISTERS. 

Mr. Fisher Shows That the Plebiscite 
Will Bring One Dry Day— Mr. 
Foster on Finances. 

(From Our v 1wii Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Sept. 10.— 'Hie prohibitionists 
of Ottawa had a successful meeting to- 
night. Addresses were delivered by 
Hon. Sidney Fisher, the prohibition min- 
ister of the present government, nnd by 
his predecessor, Hon. G. E. Foster. Mr. 
Fisher declared that the Dominion Elec- 
tions act will apply to the vote of Sep- 
tember 2!), and burs must be closed. 
He argued strongly in favor of prohibi- 
tion, and concluded by saying that if the 
people wanted prohibition, they should 
vote for the plebiscite. 

Mr. Foster emphasized Mr. Fisher's 
remarks, which he took to be an indica- 
tion of what the government would do. 
The temperance people had not asked for 
a plebiscite, but as a challenge had been 
thrown out to them, they must take it 
up. If their majorities were less than 
before, then it would be said that the 
prohibition cause was waning. A sub- 
stantial majority for prohibition would 
enable them to say to the government, 
What do you propose to do now ? With 
a prohibitory law in existence and vigor- 
ously enforced, the men engaged in an 
industry now unproductive would turn 
to productive labor. The government 
would have to raise the taxation, which 
would be wiped out, and if the present 
finance minister would not do it, he 
could find them a minister who would 
fact; the question. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) .

KITCHENER'S PLANS. 

He Will Order French Party to Quit 
Fashoda Forthwith— Paris Indif- 
ferent. 

London, Sept. 17.— A despatch to the 
Morning Post from Cairo says General 
Kitchener has absolute authority to 
claim Fashoda as Egyptian territory and 
to expel the present occupants forcibly 
if necessary. Fashoda, the correspon- 
dent says, will then be occupied "by an 
Egyptian garrisou. 

The Daily Telegraph's Cairo corres- 
pondent says General Kitchener intends 
to present an ultimatum demanding that 
the French expedition under Major 
Marchand quit Fashoda forthwith. 

Paris, Sept. 17.— Official circles and the 
public generally are in no way perturbed 
by the news from Fashoda. On the 
contrary, they appear to be indifferent. 
Much greater excitement prevails res- 
pecting the Dreyfus affair. President 
Faure returned here at midnight and 
was received with an ovation by a small 
crowd which had gathered, apparently 
betokening that a large section of the 
public still oppose a revision of the 
Dreyfus proceedings. 

PORTO RICO'S FUTURE. 

Spanish Planters Anxious for American 
Protection Against Natives' 
Vengeance. 

London, Sept. 17.— The Times this 
morning publishes a letter from its Porto 
Rico correspondent in which the writer 
says he thinks the enthusiasm with 
which th<- Americans were received will 
cool considerably when the inhabitants 
discover that they must toil as hard under 
American as under Spanish dominion 
The future prospects of the island, how- 
ever, the correspondent says, the wonder- 
derfully improved and it will probably 
become almost a close market for Am- 
erican goods. 

San .Tunn, Porto Rico, Sept 1C— More 
depredations are reported to have occur- 
red in the neighborhood of Utudo. Sev- 
eral Spanish haciendas have been burn- 
ed and two Spanish planters killed. The 
outrages are attributed to the lower 
classes of natives actuated by a spirit 
of revenge. The Spanish planters fear 
for their lives and are extremely anx- 
ious that the Americans should obtain 
control in order to afford them protec- 
tion, ns the United States is powerless 
now to preserve order in places inside 
Spanish lines. 



TRADE REVIEWS. 

Canadian Reports Exhibit More Activity 
and Better Prospect For 
the Future. 

New York, Sept. 10.— Bradstreefs to 
morrow will say: Reports of still fur- 
ther enlarged distribution at most West- 
ern markets and of slight improvement 
at Eastern cities, improved foreign de- 
mand for breudstuffs, increasing railway 
earnings, bank clearings increased, gov- 
ernment crop reports and enlarging ex- 
ports of American manufactures, are all 
features tending to make the trade situa- 
tion at present a notable one. The quiet 
unpearanee of the iron trade is confined 
strictly to new business, because nulls 
are still fully provided with orders, and 
in spite of a slight increase in produc- 
tion, stocks of pig iron are smaller, point- 
ing to a heavy consumptive demand. 
Export trade as a whole continues very 
satisfactory. Export trade as yet shows 
no particular expansion. Unfavorable 
trade features are few, and presented 
chletiy in the textile manufacturing 
trades, but here it is hoped that the un- 
deniably large distribution of drygoods 
this fall will soon be rellected iu im- 
proved demand. 

Business failures for the week number 
17:',. against 142 last week and 100 in 
this week n year ago. Canudian fail- 
ures for the week number 20, against 1 1 
last week and 80 a year ago. 

The Canadian reports this week ex- 
hibit more activity, and on the wdiole a 
better prospect for the future. Most 
staple lines at Montreal show a satisfac- 
tory movement, but boots and shoes are 
somewhat dull, and consequently collec- 
tions are generally good, but money is 
stiffer. Wholesale trade at Toronto has 
been less active, but prospects are bright 
and payments satisfactory. Not much 
movement of crops is as yet reported at 
Winnipeg, but the yield exceeds esti- 
mates. Wholesale trade is steady in 
all lilies, and retail satisfactory. Vic- 
toria reports only fair wholesale business 
witli collections about average, but retail 
trade is satisfactory in drygoods and 
clothing. The New Westminster fire 
has been the feature in trade at Vancou- 
ver. The volume of wholesale trade is 
about average, with retail rather quiet 
and collections fair.

$11,823,744, decrease per cent.; To- 
ronto. $7,932,912, decrease 0.3 per cent.

ever, she was repaired and was ready 
for business by August 23. Mr. Lind- 
born says there is no danger of starva- 
tion in Dawson on account of lack of 
provisions this winter because people are 
leaving Dawson as fast as new comers 
arrive. However, there are thousands 
of people who are too poor to pay their 
passage out by the steamers und they 
perforce will have to wait till the ice 
forms on the river before "hoofing it 
out." 

•Mr. Lindborn roughly estimates the 
amount of gold brought down by the 
Tees as $20,000, though it is impossible 
to get a correct idea of what people have 
with them. He knew of three men who 
had about 1(5 pounds of gold and there 
was one man with 15 pounds but he 
did not know the names. He returns to 
Dawson at once so as to get his glass 
there as fust as possible. 

0a tile steamer there were a number 
of packers who have been working be- 
tween Glenora and Tesliu lake. Their 
work they state is pretty well over for 
the season, although on the way down 
they met fully five hundred men who 
are on their way to the Atlin Lake dig- 
gings by the Stikine route. The Can- 
adian regulars have gone down the river 
with their outfits in barges and in fact 
nearly all the men who went in by the 
Stikine route have moved North, either 
to prospect in northern British Colum- 
bia or proceed to Klondike. Major 
Bliss, commanding the regulars, had re- 
turned to Glenora and proposed coming 
down the river and preceding to Dawson 
via Skagway'. 

From Atlin lake came M. Macnbe, pro- 
prietor of the Wilson hotel in this city. 
D. Dallas, formerly a Victoria school 
teacher; Frank Hinds, also of Victoria, 
and until recnetly iu the employ of the 
Canadian government in the Northwest; 
Eli Hume and others. All those named 
have claims in the Atlin Lake district 
and they have sufficient confidence in the 
richness of the streams to warrant them 
iu returning. Mr. Macabe washed gravel 
on most of the creeks in the vicinity, on 
all of which he and his associates have 
claims and In each instance he got col 
ors. The country, he says, is an ideal 
mining one. It is easy to reach and 
easy to prospect and ther is every indi- 
cation that it is rich. Men have gone 
forty miles in from Atlin lake nnd re- 
ports received .from them are that to 
effect that they are finding good ground. 
There are lots of men still going in but 
little more than prospecting will be done 
this winter, the real development Work 
being left until spring. All those who 
come down will return in the spring to 
work their claims. Some quartz has 
been found in the vicinity of Atlin as 
well as Surprise lake, but the value of 
it has not yet been ascertained. 

The largest amount brought down by 
the Dawson party was $50,000, brought 
by Peterson brothers. A number of the 
others had sums ranging from a few 
hundred to ?5,000, but there were many 
poorer than when they started. The 
ten carrion tens who went iu by St. Mich 
ael. completing the house work on the 
Canadian Development company's steam- 
ers en route, came down on the Seattle, 

Mr. W. McNeill, formerly in the liv- 
ery business in Victoria, returned from 
Dawson. He has been in the country 
for upwards of a year and altogether 
for upwards of a year and although he 
has not yet made 11 big fortune, has se- 
cured some promising claims. 

There is no fear of a shortage of pro- 
visions in Dawson, in fact some of the 
traders may find themselves with goods 
on their hands in the spring. All the 
St. Michael stenmers brought heavy 
consignments of freight nnd barge load 
after barge load is going down the lnkes. 
There is another evil that Dawsonites 
will have to face this winter nnd that is 
disease, there being an epidemic of ty 
phoid-malnria. The sanitary conditions 
of the town are described as being dread 
ful.

-Judge McGuire on Some of the 
Yukon Scandals— Town Lot 
Speculations. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Tiuicouver, Sept. 10.— Prof. Miller, 
hypnotist, put a subject to sleep and dis- 
played him in bed in a shop window. 
Police Magistrate Russell was requested 
to stop the exhibition and did so, but 
.the youth was suffered to continue his 
sleep in the buck of the store, a gaping 
■crowd watching him all afternoon. He 
was wakened up in the evening at an 
exhibition given by Prof. Miller. 
HOTEL BUBNED. 
At one o'clock this morning the steamer 
•Coniox arrived from Bickley bay with 
the news that the Bickley Bay hotel and 
several wooden structures had been de- 
stroyed by fire. The hotel burned so 
fast that the eighteen inmates only es- 
caped in their night clothes. Among the 
guests were Mr. ami Mrs. J. O. Ben- 
■well and Mr. and Mrs, lire, Mr. Pollick- 
son and C. E. Crockett. The tire occur- 
red at three o'clock in the morning. 
The property was owned by Mr. G. W. 
Wellls, and was insured for $2,000 only. 
Mr. Benwell re-entered the burning 
building three times, saving all his be- 
longings. The others were not so for- 
tunate. Mr. Pollickson escaped by ty 
ing sheets together and climbing out of 
the window. Mr. G. Linty in jumping 
to save his life broke a rib and was 
,n, ft u . t ^V 1 ' 1 Bft y for medical attention, 
lap fire is supposed to have been started 
by Indians, but the details cannot vet be 
learned. Mr. and Mrs. Ure were man- 
agers of the hotel. Bickley Bay was the 
headquarters of the Channe Mining com 
puny aud a favorite Hummer resort. 
THE JUDGE FBOM YUKON. 
Judge McQuire in flic course of ar 
hours chat with a Colonist representa- 
tive tills morning said that he had writ- 
ten two or three letters to the Toronto 
Ulobe and jocularly remarked: "I believe 
that is one of the grave charges made 
against me and I plead guilt v, but I will 
give $100 for every line of politics found 
in those letters. They wen- simply news 
letters and I cannot see where the of- 
fence against law or order comes in in 
writing them. I was not the correspon- 
dent of the Globe; a Mr. Pattullo tilled 
that position at Dawsou." Judge Mc- 
Guire said he had not vet heard any 
specific charges made against Canadian 
officials and therefore could not answer 
them direct.

In the -first ice-jam that 
occurred next winter, the tlimsy build- 
ings of this leased section would be 
cracked like egg-shells and swept away 
with the tide. The steamers did not 
come up to that point, owing to a sand- 
bar. Judge McGuire spoke at great 
length on the order prevailing at Duw- 
f.on, and the difference between British 
and Yankee justice. There were 10,000 
people at. Dawson, a polyglot community, 
and during his term there had not been 
one hold-up, and the only serious case 
he had tried was the tiieft of $500 worth 
of gold dust at Bennett. The place was 
as quiet as in Vancouver, arid a man's 
life was absolutely safe, while a few 
miles distant in American territory a 
man might as well look for peace as in 
the lower regions of the inferno. Law 
is a dead letter there. 

In speaking of Fred. Johnson's claim 
against tiie government, Judge McGuire 
stated that Johnnsori had applied in the 
usual way for land, some 100 acres al 
most opposite Dawson on the Yukon, am 
enclosed $10 an acre as earnest money. 
While the government were considering 
Johnson's application, Johnson divided 
his land in lets and sold them as town 
lots. In another case, Jack Smith, a 
gambler, had applied for land close to 
Dawson. His application had not been 
answered, but he straightway sold his 
land by lot, which has been re-sold sev- 
eral times, until in value it is ten times 
the amount of the purchase price from 
Smith. Judge McGuire says that the 
government, in consideration of the 
high price paid by the last holders, 
charge them only a nominal sum for a 
deed, but none of those who have pur- 
chased have a title. Judge McGuire left 
for his home in Prince Albert to-diry.

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THE GREATER BRITAIN EXHI- 
BITION. 

In yesterday's Colonist Mr. William 
Thompson was quoted iu regard to the 
desirability ot British Columbia being 
represented at the Greater Britain exhi- 
bition, to be held in London next year. 
It is understood that the provincial gov- 
•eminent hesitates about going to the 
neeessniy expenditure. LC lion. Mr. 
Semi in and his eol leagues are under the 
impression that they can attend to the 
winds of British Columbia at this stage 
of its history without spending money 
freely, they will find themselves grievous- 
ly mistaken. They must bo prepared 
to expend money freely, and they will 
be very unwise if they shrink from in- 
curring liabilities on that account. If 
Mr, Turner hud remained in power, the 
loan authorized by the last legislature 
would have been floated by this time, 
-and there would have been no occasion 
•to malic a poor mouth every time any- 
thing was Bpoken of which called for a 
small outlay. Hut the province Las 
fallen upon another kind of days. We 
are to proceed with development 
forma pauperis. This is just what we 
were led to expect from what Mr. Sent 
Jin and bis friends used to say when in 
<opjK>sition. They were opposed then 
to everything calculated to open the 
.country or attract the attention of 
.settlers or capitalists, and there is no 
.occasion for surprise that, now they 
.in power, they take the same view of 
things. They always were unable to 
appreciate that this is a province where 
millions must he spent, hut from which 
-millions can be drawn us the result of 
.such expenditure judiciously made. 

The proposed exhibition will be an ex 
cedent means of bringing the province 
under the notice of the world. Tho 
who remember the Indian and Colonial 
exhibition, and had occasion to note its 
influence, will bear us out in saying that 
it produced a vast amount of good. For 
British Columbia to he unrepresented at 
.the forthcoming gathering would be a 
■very grave error. Doubtless the Do 
.million government will do something 
but the province ought not to be left to 
depend upon its share of what can he 
accomplished in that way. British Col 
umbia lias special claims upon the atten- 
tion of the world, and a special effort 
ought to be made to impress them upon 
the hosts of people who will attend the 
.exhibition. 



FOR THE .SOUTH POLE. 



'Sir George Xcwnes' South Polar expo 
dition is about ready to start for the 
scene of its labors, if it has not already 
started. It consists u f a single bark- 
rigged steam whaler, under the com- 
mand of Captain Borcbgrevink, an ex- 
perienced Arctic navigator, who is of 
mixed Norwegian and English descent. 
"The party will consist of 30 picked men, 
• chiefly Englishmen and Norwegians. 
The object of the expedition is purely 
scientific, anil the' scientists are English- 
men. The expedition will go to Eloburt, 
the capital of Tasmania, and thence will 
■ set south for Cape Adair, on what is 
^supposed to be the Antarctic continent, 
whore the scientific members of the 
expedition, with some assistants, will be 
left, the Southern Cross then coming 
north again to Hobart, to await the 
opening of southern navigation next 
year. During her absence, the parly left 
at Cape Adair will explore the country. 

The ship herself is something out of 
common. Her bow consists of solid oak, 
aiud is 11 feet thick. Her sides are :J(I 
linches thick at their weakest poiut, and 
.-.she is sheathed all over with American 
gieenhearl, as n sort of ice-skin. The 
. , propeller can be lifted out of the way of 
the ice, and in every way the Southern 
Cross seems about as well litted for .the 
work she is to do as can well be imag- 
ined. She carries vast quantities of 
.stores. 

As to the region to be explored, when 
we say that the supposed continent has 
AH area of fully S,000,000 square miles, 
or about the same as that of North 
America, the possibility of novel discov- 
eries will be at once apparent. Captain 
Eorchgreviuk says that it is unwise to 
say what might be found. He admits 
the possibility of the discovery of a new 
race of men, new animals and plants. 
So very little is known of what is called 
.the Antarctic continent that no one can 
say if it is a con Uncut. About all that 
can be told positively is that wherever 
■ships have approached it n great ice 
barrier lias been seen, but on the few 
jpoints where bindings have been effected, 
the. rock formation seems to lie substan- 
tially identical. From this a continuity 
of formation may lie inferred, hut it is 
tin inference of the most naked charac- 
ter. No one from the civilized*' world 
has ever penetrated beyond the barrier, 
or if he lias, he has never returned to 
teH the tale. It may be added that in a 
direct line from Cape Adair to the 
South Polo the distance is 1,200 miles. 
Observations have shown that in Arctic 
■regions the latitude of maximum cold is 
several' hundred miles from the Fole. If 
the same rule holds good In the Antarc- 
tic, there may be n lnrge habitable area 
within Uie ice 'barrier. From hucIi ovi- 
•Vd cried as 1 the -North Polar region affords, 
'At would not'be advisable to expect that 



such an area, if it exists, will be found 
to lie very favorable to human lite, us 
we understand living; but as mankind 
seems able to adapt itself to every pos- 
sible climatic condition, there is no in- 
superable objection to the existence of 
a race of men hitherto unknown in the 
southern continent. The leader of the 
expedition admits it to be possible, and 
says that the men of the Challenger ex- 
pedition will not assert that it is not. 
The first word received will be as to the 
landing of the expedition, and if the 
weather is favorable, so that the ship 
can wait at Cape Adair, of the beginning 
of the explorations. VVe ought to know 
some time during the next six months if 
the expedition reaches its first objective 
point in safety, and what its prospects 
are. Then we will hear nothing for 
from ten to twelve months more. 



THE ASHCROFT TRAIL. 

Colonist readers will recall how this 
paper protested against the attempt 
made to induce intending Yukoners to 
follow the trail from Asberoft to Tele- 
graph Creek. We pointed out the enor- 
mous difficulties or the route, and gave 
proof of the most trustworthy kind of 
what we said. The. experience of those 
who have used the trail, or tried to do 
so, more than justifies everything then 
said. That, when the Yuke>n country 
becomes more fully developed, the trail 
up the Bulkley valley will be employed 
as :i means of getting stock into the 
country is beyond a doubt. There may 
possibly be a railway by that route. But 
for the present and for all purposes the 
routes via the Coast are the only otiea 
worth a moment's consideration. For 
the next few years, Asberoft will hav 
to depend upon such business as conn 
from the development of regions much 
nearer than Klondike, and the outlook is 
that this will itself bo sufficient to make 
the town a very prosperous point. There 
is much excellent mining country within 
the borders of British Columbia, aid 
very much further south than eveii Tele- 
graph Creek. Cariboo itself gives prom 
•so of a return of the fame which once 
made- its name synonymous with riches 
all the civilized world over. 



ORIENTAL trade. 

President Hill, of the Great Northern, 
made a speech at St. Paul a few days 
ago in which he devoted himself entirely 
to the future trade of the Pacific. 
Among other things he said: 

If the present changes in the Orient 
bring about the results in China that 
have been brought about in Japan, yon 
will find a greater development of trade 
on the Pacific ocean in the next twenty- 
five years than the world has ever seen 
iu its history. 

Speaking of the present trade, iie said 
that every available foot of space in the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisba steamers sailing 
out of Seattle was engaged last March 
for four months ahead solely for : be 
carriage of cotton. He also mentioned 
having seen a cable from a Hongkong 
house asking si quotation on 500,000 bar- 
rels of Hour. If this is the way trade 
is shaping itself at what is really only 
the beginning of its development, what 
may we not look for in the future? 

The facilities which ^ ictorlu offers or 
can secure for carrying mi business witli 
the Orient are very great, and il is reas- 
onable to think that the city will get its 
fair share of what is going. What we 
need more than anything else just at this 
time is better communication with the 
Mainland. There is no good reason why 
the C. P. It. trains should not run into 
this city without change. Whoa I his is 
the case Victoria may expect to become 
an important terminal point. There is 
no occasion for any local jealousy be- 
tween this city and Vancouver on this 
point, for at the rate trans-Pacific com- 
merce promises to develop there will be 
plenty of business for both places, even 
if they become each ten times as largo 
as they now are. 



In a column of poetry in a late Mon- 
treal Herald occur two poems, one by 
Charles G. D. Roberts and the other 
by Theodore Roberts. One is from the 
Independent and the other from Llppin- 
colt's.

The source of the gold iu the Klondike, 
und the absurdity of tiie talk about a so- 
culled mother lode is discussed by Mr, 
J. Sloan Johnson, of the Klondike Nug- 
get, in which he gives the reeultss of 
his own investigations in the Klondike 
country. He says: 

While the " tenderfoot " miner and the 
man who seeks cheap notoriety is hunt- 
ing, trying to stake the "mother lode." 
we are content to stay witli the glacier 
drift, und wash from its face the golden 
rains that gladden the eyes of the 
miner. We hold, and can prove beyond 
doubt, that the source of most of the 
fold on Bonanza and Eldorado creeks 
s in the glacier drifts which parallel 
those streams. Tin.' writer lias traced 
the quartz gravel from Lovet's gulch, 
near the mouth of Bonanza, to about 37 
on -Eldorado. The gravel lies high up 
on the bill-tops on the right side of 
Bonanzn, following that stream up until 
7o is readied, then it crosses to the left 
side, and after No. 51 is reached, you 
will find no more evidence of it on the 
right side of the creek. It follows the 
stream aud seems to be about tJOO feet 
away from it usually, until it seems to 
have melted away above French gulch 
on Eldorado. After No. 37 is reached 
on Eldorado, it has not been traced, to 
our knowledge. That the glacier moved 
from the north to the south we have 
demonstrated by running a drift on the 
left side of Fox Pup, and are following 
the channel northward und find where a 
boulder is found in the pay-Streak, Then 
our best pay is found on the south side 
of the boulder. Again we find boulders 
embedded in bedrock, and can see the 
marks of attrition. Again, our gravel 
is shingled from the north. Eldorado is 
richer than Bonanza because it received 
the whole glacier drift. Above French 
bill the glncier has followed a belt of 
porphyritic quartz or quartz porphyry 
its full length, until near its upper end 
is reached; there talcose, slate, mica, 
schist and ehloretie schist replace it. 
This belt, of quartz porphyry has u quartz 
crystal instead of a feldspar. This be]' 
docs not seem to be more than 1,01)0 feet 
wide (although it. may be wider), but is 
crossed nnd re-crossed by thousands of 
small quartz veins, which seem to be 
barren, and indeed they are until they 
are crossed by a dike or other quartz 
vein, when they form what are known 
as pockets, changing the quartz, charg- 
ing it with gold as long us the contact 
exists, but as soon as it leaves, the 
quartz is barren. The pockets may con- 
tain but n few ounces or may contain 
thousands of dollars. For instance, a 
few years ago, in the Bonanza Pocket 
mine, in Tuolumne county, Cal., a pocket 
was found at the depth of near -100 feet 
from tin? surface that contained 000 
pounds of gold. The quartz was per- 
fectly barren at all places except where 
the vein was crossed by a dike. Part 
of the gold minted flS per ounce, and 
part of it minted $14 per ounce. One 
pocket may contain several different 
qualities. The alloy in gold determines 
its value. The writer has in his posses- 
sion a piece of quartz taken from a hill 
claim on Bonanza that distinctly shows 
two different grades of gold. Therefore 
this is the reason that so many different 
characters of gold exist iu this wonder- 
ful mineral belt. The creek gold is not 
so bright as the bill gold, from the fact 
that the chemical action of the water 
covers it. The idea of a great lode or 
ledge being found which has shed the 
gold by erosion is preposterous, and we 
honestly believe that the gentleman 
whose portrait graced the pages of a 
Seattle newspaper does not know the 
meaning of the word. The name, mother 
lode, was given to a large ledge of quartz 
that commences in Mariposa county, 
Cal., and runs southeast and. northwest. 
It crosses Mariposa, Tuolumne, Cale- 
veras, Amador and Eldorado counties, 
and is so called from tin? fact that the 
veins east of it run into it and are swal- 
lowed up by it. The lode is not all gold, 
nor half g#ld, but is almost barren 
quartz except at the point where a feeder 
conies in contact with it, when it be- 
comes charged with mineral, and either 
mukes u big pocket or a larger chute of 
milling quartz. The size of a vein of 
quartz has nothing to do with the size 
or richness of the iwieko;, as it often 
happens that a seam of quartz no la-ger 
than n knife blade may contain ninny 
thousands of dollars. 'The gold in Bon- 
anza and Eldorado undoubtedly origin- 
ated iu the majority in the track of the 
glacier, and was formerly confined in 
the quartz pockets and the seams of 
bedrock. The glacier wore the forma- 
tion away, nnd ground the gold from the 
pocket quartz and left it near bedrock. 
The big pay found on French hill was 
caused by there being more quartz 
pockets in the formation; Big Skookum 
the sume way, and when an unusually 
rich spot is found, it will be found there 
has been u pocket in the hard white 
quartz. Dikes, slate, granite, etc., may 
make a crossing for a vein

We say to those 
men that they have had no experience, 
or that experience has been confined to 
but one section of the country. The 
writer has seen parallel cases in Mexico, 
California, Oregon, Washington und 
other places where the hill gravel curries 
the gold. Examine the hill wash, pan 
its gravel, and by tracing the glacier 
wash you will find other places fully as 
rich as has been found. Cariboo Billy 
saw the same conditions at Cariboo, and 
profited by it iu this country, und when 
men will be content to stake but one 
claim and develop it, instead of trying 
to hold the whole earth, then this coun- 
try will rivul any country we know on 
the slope. Stampedes will be less fre- 
quent. We know of men who will stay 
in the town, and as soon as they hear 
of anything being struck, they stampede 
and stake. This is not mining; it is 
gambling, and does the country an in- 
jury. Mining is one of the safest in- 
vestments a man can make, but a mine 
must be bought on a mining basis to 
insure success. Developed mines will 
bring a good price from investors in any 
country, but. seldom will an undeveloped 
claim sell for a large figure. We will 
gladly hail the day when the schemer 
will be found out and the camp rest on 
its merits.

FOUR FIRMS VICTIMIZED. 

A Young Man Passes Forged Checks on 
Victoria Business Men. 

A. D. Benton, or rather n young man 
who gave that as his name, has left the 
city with something like JjUiS which he 
got out of four business firms of the 
city by an old trick. On Thursday af- 
ternoon after banking hours lie took' four 
checks, alleged to be signed by A. W. 
More & Co. and payable to "A. D. Ben- 
ton" to four different firms and buying 
small orders, received the change in 
cash. Each check was for $18 and all 
were accepted without hesitation, al- 
though the signature was a poor imita- 
tion. From Messrs. Speed Bros, ho got 
a pound of tea and .flT.HO in cash; from 
the Victoria Book and Stationery Co. a 
dollar's worth of stationery and $17 in 
cash: from the B. O. Market (15 cents' 
worth of meat and $17.35 in cash and 
from Dixi H. Boss & Co. a dollars' 
worth of sugar and $17 in cash. 

As soon as the chocks were presented 
at. tho banks yesterday the forgery was 
discovered, but the "bird had already 
flown," he presumably having loft on the 
Oity of Kingston in tho morning. 

Tho forger is described ns a young 
well dressed man. 



There was a very poor attendance yes- 
terday, the opening day of the Victoria 
Jockey club's fall races at the Victoria 
Drhing park. The day was an ideal 
one lor racing, being neither too warm 
nor yet too cool, while there were a 
couple of races that nobody could com- 
plain of, the running being very good 
and the finishes exciting. Tho Fifth 
regiment band was present during tho 
afternoon, and helped to while away the 
waits between races, which yesterday 
wore not quite so long ns usual. The 
judges wore Hon, Mr. Justice Irving, 
Dr. S. F. Tolniio and Mr. George Stelly, 
while Mr. B. ,T. Perry did the starling. 

Only three of tho six entries for the 
first race— -seven-eighths of a mile, weight 
for ago, for a purse of $150 — faced tho 
starter. They were Mr. \V. G. Steven- 
son's .lack Atkins, a recent importation, 
who made a name for himself on south- 
ern tracks, but has not yet'got acclimat- 
ized; and Gold Bug and Black Alder, 
two old favorites. Gold Bug was tho 
favorite, and tho talent thought he 
should win— in fact still think so— al- 
though Black Alder heat him out by a 
length. Perhaps it was only bad judg- 
ment that induced tho jockey to keep 
him in a little too long. Black Alder 
took tho lead from the drop of the flag, 
and was closely followed by Jack Atkins. 
Cold Bug was able to pass Jack Atkins, 
but although hard pushed on the st.-oteh, 
was unable to overtake Black Aider, 
who finished in 1.3G. 

Again in tho second race, but three 
out of five entries started, but they 
wore all stayers, and ran the mile handi- 
cap from start to finish. The starters 
were Endyinion, Scorcher and Sweet 
Briar. Tho latter got away well in the 
lead, with Scorcher at his heels and 
Endymion sulking in the rear, for tho 
first half. Endymion, however, pulled 
himself together after tho half, and tak- 
ing tho load, maintained it, coming up 
the stretch under a tight rein, while 
Scorcher and Sweet Briar wore being 
punished. Time, 1.52. 

Tho half mile and repeat was changed 
to n half mile dash, at tho request of 
tho owners, and four started— Recipro- 
city, B. E. B,, Ray Oarruthers and 
Kitty Brady. A lot of time was wasted 
at the pole, hut the quartette finally got 
away together, and kept pretty well in 
a bunch. R. E. B. finished first in .52, 
Kitty Brady second, Reciprocity third 
and Ray Oarruthers in tho roar. 

Endyinion maintained his reputation ns 
a stayer in tho fourth race, a mile and 
a quarter, for a prize of $200, the best 
race of the day. The starters were 
Biack Alder, Gold Bug, Endyinion and 
Scorcher. The first three got away to- 
gether, Scorcher being some lengths be- 
hind. However, he was soon up with 
the bunch, tho four keeping together for 
the first mile. Endyinion getting his lead 
on the stretch, and being fought every 
inch of the way by Cold Bug, who m 
turn was closely followed by Scorcher. 
The time was 2.10.

YUKON MIXING. 

An English Company Purchases Twenty- 
Throe Claims In a Lump, 

"Bench mining on Eldorado and Bo- 
nanza creeks is going ahead at a rapid 
rate," says the Midnight Sun of Daw- 
son. "In fact the output is becoming 
an important factor in the employment 
of labor and in tho support of a mining 
population. 

"The new bench strikes opposite No. 
13 and 14 below on Bonanza are yielding 
at the rate of from $20 to $50 to the 
rocker per day. All along Skookum hill 
on Skookum and Eldorado sides the hoys 
lire sinking and in many casis shovelling 
out rich pay dirt, which goes awav above 
wages. On French Gulch hill there are 
about tho claims yielding largo clean- 
ups, while along the benches of upper 
Eldorado new discoveries are daily 
made. The new strikes on East Chance, 
Quartz and Rear creek benches have al- 
so lately attracted much attention." 

John B. King is now in Dawson as 
the representative of tho Alaska Gold 
Fields, Ltd., a London mining company, 
which have acquired a group of twenty- 
three claims on Eldorado, Bonanza, 
Moosehorn. Dominion and Gold Bottom 
crocks. The Laziird Bros., bankers, and 
the. Chemical .National Bank of New 
York city are said to bo the depositories 
for the working capital of the company. 

Tho Sun further states that George E. 
King reports Circle City as having a 
population of about 700 inhabitants. The 
miners on .Mastodon and Independence 
creeks yield up to the average but on 
account of tho scarcity of men and grub 
operations were curtailed and limited. 
Kincitlly & McGregor gave employment 
on Mastodon creek to about fifteen men, 
paying them $10 per day and board. 
These diggings paid about, .$200 to the 
shovel, the first claims in the Birch creek 
district. Prospectors have found encour- 
aging pay dirt on Preacher creek, and 
a now- strike at Fourth of July ireek 
opposite Nation crock has attracted some 
attention. 

The Klondike sawmill is runninig to 
full capacity at tho mouth of the Klon- 
dike river. [Che manager states that 
the mill has 500,000 feet of Klondike 
river logs being sent down in a drive 
from above Flat: creek.

William Inxster has n remarkable 
story of peril and privation to tell about 
his trip from Peace river to Dawson, 
says the Klondike Nugget. He is an 
old hunter and. prospector. Last De- 
cember ho joined Inspector Moody and 
a party of 10 surveyors and others, for 
the trip from South Edmonton to survey 
a route to Lake Teslin, Arriving at 
Fort Graham, Inxster and a partner left 
the official party, Mr. Moody having de- 
cided to go to Stewart lake for horses, 
supplies and more men, With 30 pounds 
of Hour, 10 pounds of bacon and two 
trusty short-barrelled rilles, tho pair of 
adventurers started out on a 500-mile 
trip through unexplored country and 
across unknown rivers to a Hudson Bay 
company's camp on the Liard river. The 
trip was made successfully, but they 
wen? somewhat disappointed, upon ar- 
riving there, to find the occupants down 
to a few pints of rice. Instead of re- 
newing their exhausted grub-bugs, the 
ndvanturers hud to turn in and food the 
people at the post with nioose-meut se- 
cured on their trip. Another 150 miles 
to another Hudson Buy camp, and the 
sumo scarcity of provisions was to he 
seen. They gave these people dried 
caribou and started for Sylvester land- 
ing, on the Dense, 100 miles away. Two 
hundred miles further on the town of 
Teslin was reached, nnd here again a 
scarcity of provisions was found, al- 
though it. was bore Unit they ate their 
first "civilized" food they had had in 
two months.

express the sentiments of a large inn 
jority of the .citizens of. -Dawson, both 
ifiniuidian and American, . without any 
■distinction whatever.

Also, did the interview, in the opinion 
■ of saijl eornmpondent, reholly exonerate 
said oilicUU from suspicious of corrupt 
practices 7 

As reports; .of -the .affair, having an 
official-, bios that is almost painful, arc 
being industriously circulated by some 
one, I beg leuwi. us .a party perhaps 
equally accountable for. the conclusion 
rcucbed after such .interview, to say, 
about the lirst .point of difference: As 
E. LeKoy Pellutier, .correspondent of 
the New York Times, and myself wore 
leaving the Combination theatre after 
the pfrformanoe, we .saw several gov 
ernmeut officials leaning..ugainst the lair 
drinking; amot« thein was F. O. Wade, 
the crown prawx-uting .attorney, the otB 
cinl referred to. As we passed, Pelle- 
tier, who was Ixiiiind, was recognized by 
Wade, who called to him the words 
which sounded io me as follows: 

" G — d d— n you, Belletier, come up 
here and put some wluskey in your guts, 
Call Adney, there." 

Then, being addressed personally, I 
turned, and when I eiuue within reach 
was good-naturedly pulled by the prose- 
cuting attorney into the midst of the 
group... After the honors, Wade up- 
braided Pelleticr with (being pleasant to 
his face, ami roasting ibim behind his 
back. Pelletier replied ,that he had 
never, sought him in a social way. Thq 
matter was dropped and reference made 
to certain^ publications in the Seattle 
P.-L, namely, interviews with late ar- 
rivals from Dawson, quoting Captain 
Constantino aad others concerning " jobs 
.and iobhery," also an lextraet from the 
Victoria Colonist, stating that in forma 
ition in its possession justified a parlin-i 
anentary inquiry, and a .photograph of 
some of the principal officials here, 
" sonic of whom are accused of corrupt 
jiractices in office," or woids to that 
.effect. I state as my impression, though 
not in any way as a muttitr of fact, that 
the crown prosecuting attorney had been 
hard hit, ns if lie realized for the first 
time the true situation, when :he said: 
" 1-^or God's sake, why donft you fellows 
come to me for an explanation before 
getting at a man in a way .that Uie can- 
not retaliate ? " 

I flioped that a satisfactory .explanation 
was at length to he hail, and expressed 
myself as most willing, in nil fairness— 
particularly as such was our duty— to 
listen to nil that he might have to say; 
but I confessed frankly to him that not

Some- of| 
the grounds for this belief were that 
Mr. Wade was known to be -MncDun- 
ald'-s attorney, and that .public tenders 
were not advertised fin - , and that wily 
coi'tain favored onos knew that the 
water front was to iba leased, until it 
WOfl too late to pat in a hid; that -Mc- 
Donald was allowed to put in a second 
•aad higher bid, whtoh others eipiaJly re- 
sponsible were not allowed to do. The 
tpapers, it must be snid, made out a 
strong defence, *"he McDonald applica-i 
t ion -in fact b*ing 'unqualifiedly mpprovedj 
by Thomas Pjiweett, gold commissioner j 
whom no on^ suspects of furtlw'r inter- 
est in the transaction. The u-udenial.de 
secrecy of the 'tnisiness, and a know 
le<lge, gained -since the interview, of pre- 
cisely iiow niltd by whom those who bid 
were infonmad of the -government's, iaten-i 
tion to lease the water front, are uner j 
plained by '.file, papers, behind which it 
is not perhaps the function, even if it 
wen? in thr power of an ordinary news- 
pnper interviewer to go. Such a matter 
could oidy ; bo a subject for parliunientary 
inquiry, 

lu ireformce to a mystery surrounding 
the jrriuitiiig of lots daring the survey 
of ground back of what is known as 
" the Snifth addition, " 1 ied the inquiry 
as follows: 

Q. — K»r what purpose was u sign read- 
ing. "Jleserved by order of Dominion 
land iftgftnt," placed upon ground l)eiag 
survfijuwl '! 

Aus,— Because the government did not 
carw to grant the whole space until 
knew' [how much it might require for its 
own m«e. 

Q. — Did it. cover any hits that were at 
the time granted as open for application 
by the. public V 
Ans. — No. 

I t'lv n called attention to the fact that 
Mr. Pelletier had been given one such 
lot «jpon demand. This was the lot that 
-Mr. Wade intended himself to have— 
Q; — IHow did that happen V 
AiWi — It must have been placed over 
sueli.Jots by mistake. 

T/iiere were other lots in the same re- 
sopved space, which ' I believe to ' have 
been ppen, but to' have been held for 
sanaoone on the inside. Regarding the 
subsequent transaction of payment for 
lots, there are charges of rebates to pur- 
elia-sers that should ' In; investigated. I 
had no authority to use mimes or in- 
stances,, so did not refer to tlie subject 
at. the interview. 

Another public belief is that Mr. 
Wade, to whom the gold commissioner 
looked, at tlie start for iegul advict 
should have so looked, did permit him- 
self to' he retained .as attorney upon one 
side of a claim contest. In a case 
known. .as the 34-17 Dominion contest, 
it v.us openly charged in court that he 
hadklheen retained , by both, sides. Mri 
Wade denies he had any Influence with 
the gold commissioner, and cites the 
record as proof that he hud los 
many cases as he won. It was the gen- 
eral conviction, however, that any case, 
however just, was hopeless if Mr. Wadt: 
figured in tlie opposition, and certainly 
in certain instances lie did profit by 
that belief. 

It is. openly charged that go-betweens 
had made overtures to one party in 
claim contests for an interest; in event 
of refusal, to employ " Wade " and bent 
■hinneut of the claim. 

It is also charged that tlie prosecuting 
attorjocy had refused to file papers 
which were attested according to law,; 
but were drawn up or endorsed in hand- 
writing of persons who simply had not 
qualified ..as licensed conveyancers. 

It is also believed that he demanded, 
or secured, interests .in other franchises 
or privileges Hi an the water front. 

All those matters were discussed lit 
the interview, Mr. Wade making denial 
of the charges. 

Now, in conclusion, if Mr. Wade in- 
terpreted our expressed hope that full 
explanations could be made, and our 
satisfaction at having been granted the 
interview, .together with our earnest de - 
sire to lie fair and just, as an exonera- 
tion of himself, and evidence that all 
suspicion of irregularity was dispelled, 
he wus mistaken. A parliamentary in- 
quiry, with power of subpoena and to 
protect 3ts witnesses, alone will free any 
official from suspicion of ever having 
used his extraordinary official powers 
to his private .advantage. Mean- 
while, it is a poor plan to use lists or 
indulge in threats, as has lately been 
done, for criticism of several officials in 
Dawson.

Cerent Britain is waging one of those 
dirty little stock exchange wars of hers 
along the Nile, and her soldiery fire 
butchering the inhabitants of that in- 
teresting and historic country with a 
diligence- -any slaughter-house employee 
might envy. It has been pointed out 
again and ugain that Grea.t Britain is in 
Egypt solely on account of financial con- 
siderations — stocks and bonds, and that 
nil the Jingo talk about "our rights" and 
"'protection of the route to India" is pure 
bosh. If, however, there is any ground 
whatsoever other than the gross and 
shameful one we have mentioned, why 
a great, free and onlighbeued nation, re- 
futed to be very humane in its dealings, 
is meddling with affairs in Egypt we 
should be glad to learn it. Oii Saturday 
Ave had the painful duty of publishing a 
despatch from the "seat of war" an- 
nouncing a "victory" of 1 the British and 
Egyptian troops over tlie dervishes, as 
bloody and disgusting, a story of murder 
as we ever rend. We. are told "the Brit- 
ish and Egyptian troops cheered one an- 
other until late at night over the capture 
of tlie position and' that the thick bush 
and river bed were full- of dervish dead." 
Two thousund of the natives were 
s.aughtered like sheep. Pleasant read- 
ing for British Christians, nt the end of 
the 19th century. The machine guns, 
■worked in comfort and security by the 
gallant British soldiers, the more intel- 
ligent Christian and civilized white bro- 
thers of the dervishes, mowed down the 
co'ored men in heaps, and all the horrible 
accomplishments of .ghastly wounds and 
tern and mangled fragments of human 
bodies lending eclat to the proceedings 
when "tlie British and Egyptian troops 
cheered one another."

THE BATTLE OF OMDUBMAN 
-There will be only one regret on tha 
part of the British government in regard 
to the battle of Omdurman, namely, 
that the Khalifa should have escaped. 
•The escaped leaders will be sure to busy 
themselves in making fresh trouble for 
the victors in the Soudan by collecting 
around them the tribes of tlie desert at 
a distance from the Nile, and possibly 
mussing an army strong enough to cnil 
for another Omdurman. The general- 
ship displayed by General Kitchener was 
so thorough as to call forth the-admira 
tion of German experts. The steadiness 
of the British infantry and the spirit of 
the cavalry regiments, especially the 21st 
Lancers, were quite equal to the quali 
ties displayed by their forerunners in 
these ranks on fields now historic. The 
feat of the 21st was a brilliant one, 
though not to be classed with the Light 
Brigade charge at Baluklava. The work 
done by the artillery seems to lniTe been 
most effective; while the rapid-fire gun 
didi terrible execution among the onrush 
ing hordes. The British line regiments 
and the Egyptians fought side bv side 
with the same comradeship that obtains 
between our men and the Sikhs and 
Goorkhas of the Indian army. The result 
of the 'battle of Omdurman will be the 
opening up of Central Africa from the 
north, the laying of railways through 
the Sahara, possibly tlie irrigation of 
that enormous, useless tract, and a 
change Yor the better all round. As for 
the i dervishes, the natives of the con- 
quered country, no regret need be felt 
for they were a bndly-behaved lot al- 
ways, and as they stood in the way of 
the advancement of civilization they 
had to go. General Kitchener 'hns 
done his work like a soldier and will 
deserve all the glory he may get from 
his grateful and admiring country.
